SACRAMENTO. March 7.— The sev-

The county government bill, a vo- 


luminous measure of 210 printed pages 
and ;!34 separate sections, was taken up 
for further consideration by the senate 
this morning. 
It was read section by 


section and many amendments offered. 


There was much discussion over a 


provision o£ the bill changing the pres- 
ent law so as to require the board of 
.supervisors of any county to author- 
ize county- clertut to employ the num- 
ber nf iwrsons needed to attend to reg- 
istration of .voter*. 
l*avitt's motion 


to strike out. the section was loat, 9 to 
19. 


Section 20% of the bill, authorizing 


the supervisors in any county to ap- 
poiut a "veterinary health officer," was 
stricken out, tt appearing that a bill 
had been paawxl providing for a state 
Inspector and quarantine office. 


Section 21 of the bill contains a pro- 


vision that the board of supervisors 
shall annually fir the rate for printing 
the delinquent tax list and name the 
person or newspaper ti> do such work. 


The matter. wan discussed by Frisk, 


Leavitt and others and with the views 
•of Prisk" and Smith, the words above 
•quoted were stricken out. and the fol- 
lowing substituted: 


"The hoard shall annually advertise 


for bids to print the delinquent tax list 
.and award the same' to the lotyest re- 
sponsible bidder, providing that said 
•delinquent tax list must he printed in 
a newspaper that has been published 
-tor at least one year and that the rates

MANILA, March 7. 11.25 a,m.— At 


daylight this morning the enemy were

All was quiet during the night.

NegroB, Cebu and Ho llo, and the clerks 
left yesterday for their respective posts 
by the steamer Espana. 


12.10 p,m.--A detachment of Oeneral 


Hale'a and General Wheaton's brigade* 
was engaged for two hours this morn- 
ing clearing the country In front of 
their lines on both skies of the river, 
the enemy concentrating with the ap- 
parent purpose of cutting off the gar- 
rison at the water work*.

One will be on 


the banks of the San Joaqnin, near the 
old California ranch, and the other 
will lm on the slough of Jameson. Both 
will consist of huge pumps, whose ra- 
pacity it is thought will be sufficient to 
Irrigate most of the West Side.

TotStop Lynching. 


1KFFBR5ON CITY, Mo.. March 3.— 


The most original plan ever presented 
to a legislatunt to discourage lynching 
ha- betn proposed in the house of rep- 
resentatives by Mr. Nicholas, the Pop- 
ulist member from Nordway county.

There have been quite a number o! 


queries among cimens as to the exact 
manner of procedure In adopting a new 
charter, and to those and many others 
the following concise statement, pre- 
pared by City Attorney Smith, will be 
of Interest: 
. . 
-In conformity with the provisions 


of section S, article 11. of the constitu- 
tion of the state of California, as 
amended In 1892. a city containing a 
population of more than 3500 innabit- 
lints may frame a special charter for 
Its own government.

ally, liquid air is no more important, 
now that it promises to become cheap, 
thau it was when It was expensive. 
Commercially its cheapness .will be im- 
portant by making it possible to uti- 
lize extremely low temperatures 
as 


freely as we now utilize extremely high 
ones. 
But nothing has yet been de- 


veloped to indicate that the. use o£ 
liquid air as a source of power will have 
any revolutionary effect. 
In spite of 


the assertion of a recent magazine ar- 
ticle, liquid air has never been produced 
without the expenditure of more power 
than can be got out of it again. 
This 


assertion was simply an ingenious bit 
of pseudo-scientific advertising. 
By 


the use of two machines, both consum- 
ing liquid air, one for power and the 
other for refriceratlon,the experimenter 
produced more liquid air than was con- 
sumed in his power-machine. 
The 


failure to mention the amount used in 
the other machine deprives the article 
of any scientific standing and convicts 
the writer of intent to deceive. 
Liquid 


air may become, like steam, a conveni- 
ent means of applying power, but it can 
never be a source of power.

The vigilance com- 
mittee was In full blast; It had al- 
ready banted Cora and Casey and had 
Judge Terry a close prisoner at "Forl 
Gunny Bag*," at the comer of Front 
and Sacramento streets. 
Th* "Law 


and Order Party." sn called, had given 
notice that on a certain morning U 
would hold a mass meeting on the 
plaxa to consider ways and means to 
successfully oppose the unlawful op* 
era t Ions of the committee, and to up- 
hold the authority of the state govern- 
ment. 
This meeting was to be ad- 


dressed by Colonel E. D. Baker and 
others. The writer of this sketch wai 
a "law and order" man. and with hun- 
dreds of others was on the ground 
at the appointed hour to take part in 
the proceedings. 


On the preceding night the "vigil- 


antes" had caused to be pasted on the 
srateposts of the plaza, at each open- 
ing, an immense poster, reading thus:

Over Fifty Families Coming 


to the Coast. 


They Are Seeking Desirable Lo- 


cations in the Pacific 


States. 


CHICAGO. March S.—Western lines 


enjoyed a considerable increase in traf- 
fic Tuesday qn account of the cheap 
rates in effect for homeseekcrs' excur- 
sions to the territory west of the Mis- 
souri river. 
The total number taking 


pasage for the promised land footed up 
about 356 full tickets and a third as 
many half fare tickets for children in 
the 
families. 
Nearly fifty 
families, 


with all their ijeloiigingswere numbered 
with the big crowd. 
The home hunt- 


ers and speculators did not all go over 
one road but selected their routes with- 
out rpKtriction as tho ratea were the 
same over all lines. 


Many of the parties were from points 


east of Chicago but the majority were 
from this city. 
In addition to the bus- 


iness from here all of the roads sold 
hundreds of coast tickets from points 
on their lines in Northern Illinois, Iowa 
and Minnesota. 
One road, the Rock 


Island, had a full carload out of Chi- 
cago hound for Ran Francisco, Port- 
land and other waterfront cities. 


The following figures show the way 


the movement was divided among the 
principal comeptlng lines:" 


Chicago. Rock Island and Pacific. 60: 


Chicago and Northwestern. 55; Great 
Northern. SO; Chicago. Burlington and 
Quincy. «; Union Pacific.

advertise the first excursion. 


The rate which partly inspired the 


rush was an extremely low one. Round 
trip tickets from Chicago to the coast 
were sold at $63,M against a regular

"The commissionerF are hereby au-' 


thorizrf to confer authoritatively with 
any persons resident in the islands: 
from whom they may believe them-' 
selves able to derive information or 
Rupg-eetlons valuable for the purposes 
of their commission, or whom they may 
choose to employ as agents as may be 
necessary for this purpose. 


"The temporary Rovernment of the 


islands is intrusted to the military au- 
thorities and will continue until con- 
grefls shall determine otherwise. 
The 


commission may render valuable ser- 
vices hy examining with special care 
the legislative needs of th« various 
groups of inhabitants and by reporting, 
with recommendations, the measures 
which should be instituted for the 
maintenance of order, peace and public 
welfare either as temporary steps to 
be taken immediately for the perfection 
of the present administration 
or as 


suggestions for future legislation. 


"In so far as immediate personal 


changes in the 
civil 
administration 


may seem to be advisable the commis- 
sioners are empowered to recommend 
suitable persons for appointment to 
these offices from amonp the inhabit- 
ants of the islands whn have previously 
acknowledged their allegiance to this 
government. 


"It Is my desire that in all their re- 


lations with the inhabitants of the isl- 
ands the commissioners exercise due re- 
spect for all the ideals, customs and 
Institutions of the tribes and races 
which compose the population, empha- 
sizing upon all occasions the just and 
beneficent intentions of the government 
of the United gtates."

No im- 
mediate advance in the price of wool- 
ens may lie expected on account of the 
formation of the new company,

New York merchants 
say, 
because 


there Is yet an enormous stock of im- 
ported woolens on the American mar- 
ket. The rush to take advantage ot 
the low import duties on woolens be- 
fore the new tariff law went Into ef- 
fect was so great that the market was 
larjrely overstocked while the Ameri- 
can mills continued to 
manufacture 


woolens^ in excess of the demand. Thi 
result lias been to make the price of 
woolens in the American market ex- 
tremely low. Clothing of the best t 
terlal has never been cheaper In this 
country, than at the present time. To 
limit the manufacture of domestic 
woolens so that It shall not exceed the 
demands of the market Is declared to 
be the main purpose of the combination 
of capital, and that will mean the run- 
ning of some of the mills on half tl:

Economy Will Have to be 


Practiced. 


Many Fighting Ships Must Go Out 


of Commission— Effect of Hob- 


son's Promotion. 


NEW YORK, March 3.— A dispatch 


to the Herald from Washington says: 


Action is being taken by the war and 


navy departments to reorganize the 
services under th« compromise army 
bill and the naval personnel bill. Under 
the latter bill the President will send 
300 naval nominations to the senate to- 
morrow. 


Under the army bill the President Is 


authorized to appoint five major gen- 
eral! and nineteen brigadier general* 
of volunteers. It is the purpose to con- 
tinue all those holding the rank of ma- 
jor general in the Philippines in that 
rank, although some of those in Cuba 
will have to be reduced to the rank Of 
brigadier general. 


The list of major centrals of the new 


establishment, besides officers of the 
regular service holding this rank, will 
be: 


Major General William R. Shatter, 


commanding the department of 'Cali- 
fornia; Major General E. S. Otis, com- 
manding general in the Philippines. 


Major General Henry W. Lawton, en 


route to Manila. 


Major General Thomas M. Anderson, 


commanding first division, Eighth army 
corps now at Manila. 


Major General Arthur MacArthur. 


commanding Second division. Eighth 
army corps, now at Manila.

session yesterday considering bills anil 
attending to routine matters. 
A full 


board was present. 
A large number 


of indigcnts applied for assistance and 
had their claims considered. 


Mrs. Mary Johnston was allowed $10 


a month, she being one of the indigents 
whose names were recently cancelled. 
S. W. Linet appeared before the board 
and asked for an allowance of $12 to be 
used in transporting Rollin Crawford, 
an indigent soldier, to the 
Soldiers' 


Home at Santa Monica. The amount 
was allowed. 
George Chrisman-was 


also allowed $20 for temporary relief 
and -Mrs. Davfe was given $10 a month 
for the support of herself and children. 


The most important matter to come 


before the board woe the draft of a me- 
morial to the state legislature, protest- 
ing against the closing of the govern- 
ment reserves in the 
mountains to 


stockmea during the coming summer. 
The draft was prepared by a number of 
local stockmen and presented by Su- 
pervisor Burleigh at their request. It 
requeata the legislature to memoralise 
the proper authorities at Washington 
on behalf of the stockmen and 10 me 
follow*: 


'•To the Honorable, the Legisla- 


ture of the State of California: 


"We, the members of the Board of 


Supervlsora of the countyof Freano, 
•respectfully represent and show:— 


- " • "That but little rain haa fallen 


in th« central portion of California, 
and that the owners of stock in that 
portion of the etate will have great 
difficulty in keeping alive 
their 


stock during the year 1W9, on ac-. 
count of the scarcity of pasturage, 
and at the best, from present pros- 
pects, many thousands of sheep 
must perish fo»4ack of food during 
the current year. 


"Wherefore, The. premises consid- 


ered, we respectfully ask that your 
Honorable body memoralize the of- 
fir? or department having jurisdic- 
tion over such matters, to open dur- 
ing said year the government re- 
serves, located in the Sierra Nevada 
mountains and lying in Mariposa, 
Mndera, Fresno, Tulare and Kern 
counties, and permit under such 
regulations, as may be proper the 
owners of stock to graze their stock 
upon the lands included in said res- 
ervations. 
* "We most earnestly 
represent 


that if such action is taken, il will 
be the means of pre.ierving thou- 
sands of sheep and averting finan- 
cial disaster from hundreds of stock 
men residing In the rountles above 
mentioned and In other portions of 
the state." 
Mr. Burleigh moved the adoption nf 


the memorial and the motion was sec- 
onded by Supervisor Scott. 
The olher 


members of the board, however, ex 
pressed a desire 
to investigate the 


matter before voting, and by consent 
It was 
allowed to go over until 18 


o'clock this morning. 


The board spent the rest of the after- 


noon considering bills and flowed a 
large number. 
Only one of the bills 


was subjected to any criticism 
nnd 


that was the bill of the Supervisors for 
salary during the month of February. 
By some oversight the Supervisors had 
Included In the bill a demand for $6 
each for their services on Washington's 
birthday. The District Attorney O.K'd 
the bill and returned it to the board. It 
was not until then that the hoard dis- 
covered that U had not been in session 
on Washington's birthday. There was 
considerable discussion

nipped last month. A few orchardists 
profess to believe, however, that the 
nipping of the young shoots will nat- 
urally tend to-curtail the fruit blooms 
ater on in the season.

Carter, yesterday began 
in the superior court a suit for $10.000 
against Fred Berry of Selma. 
The 


suit Is the outcome of the assault which 
3erry made upon the collector near the- 
rorner of Mariposa aud 3 streets Fri- 
day night. , 


The body of the complaint reads as 


follows: 


"That on or about the 3d day of 


March, 1S», In the city of Fresno, In 
said county, and on the public streets 
of said city, said defendant without 
any cause, excuse or provocation wil- 
fully and maliciously violently assault- 
ed plaintiff and then and there struck 
him, the, said plaintiff, in the face and 
eye with his, said defendant's, clenched 
fist, and thereby bruised plaintiff and 
his fai-L 
1 and eye and Injured said 


plaintiff's eye, and upon his Informa- 


i and belief plaintiff alleges that 


said injury to his eye is permanent in 
its character, and will permanently Im- 
pair the use of his said eye by plaint- 
iff. 


The defendant is and at the time of 


said assault was a much stronger and 


re powerful man than plaintiff and 


said assault was made under circum- 
stnces of great humiliation to plain- 
tiff, and plaintiff was and Is greatly 
humiliated by defendant's said action. 
and has sustained great bodily injury 
and suffered great physical pain there- 
from. 


"The plaintiff was and is damaged 


by said acts of defendant In the sum 
of $10,000. wherefore plaintiff demands 
judgment against defendant 
for the 


•urn of $10,000 damages and for costs of 
suit." 


Berry, the defendant, was married in 


Selma Sunday night and immediately 
left for San Fatncfsco on his honey- 
moon tour. It Is expected that he will 
be absent for several days and th'e 
summons in the case will probably be 
served on him in the metropolis. 


Hockenberry was seen last night and 


questioned In regard to the suit. He 
declared that Berry had struck him 
without provocation and in a cowardly 
manner. 
"Had he given me an oppor- 


tunity to explain," added the plaintiff, 
"It would have been different. 
I don't 


think he wanted me to explain. 
He 


has had it In for me for over two years 
and was waiting for an opportunity to 
atack me. The manner in which he did 
It proves that he had no provocation. 
T met htm several times before dur- 
ing the same day and he said nothing 
to Indicate that he was angry. 
My 


attorneys assure me that I have a 
strong case against him." 


Tt appears that the injury to Hocken- 


berry's face Is more serious than was 
at first supposed. 
It is thought that 


the organism of tlie eye itself has been 
injured and that his sight- may be per- 
manently impaired.
